− The EPA noted they did not 
provide concurrence or non-
concurrence for the 145 Duncan 
FOST. 

− Discussed the process/role for 
EPA related to FOSTs. 

− Distributed maps and sampling 
sheets for proposed well sampling 
locations to meet regulatory 
requirements to transfer Parcels 3, 
5, 7, & 8.  Regulators indicated 
the proposal would satisfy their 
requirements. 

− Section 120h covenant language 
is an unresolved issue between 
EPA and AFRPA attorneys. 

− Two issues were identified for 
resolution for property transfer.  
(1)  What is the process for 
transferring property with 
petroleum present in the soils and 
(2) what is the process for 
transferring property with 
SWMUs in the Compliance Plan 
that have not been closed? 

− The Regulators indicated Bldg 38 
needs to be removed from the 
Parcel 5 FOST and transferred 
after site closure. 

− The team agreed that all 
environmental conditions will be 
described in the SREBS and that 
only site closures with 
contamination remaining in place 
under RRS will be identified in 
the FOST.
